On the Spanish side the artillery re- 


plied vigorously, maintaining for some 
time a stout resistance. The fire from 
the warships, however, never slacken- 
ed for an Instant. 'It was regular and 
carefully directed, and a great major- 
ity of the shots proved effective. 


The Spaniards were forced to aban- 


don their position on the shore and re- 
treat'to the town of Caimanera proper.

Barge O.J. Hale Loaded With 400,- 


- 000 
Feet of Lumber on 
Racine Reef. 


From Daily of June 10, 1SOS. 


Yesterday a telegram from Washing- 


ton stated that efforts wen: being made 
for. the construction of a light house on 
Racine reef. The.dangers of this rocky 
ledge to navigation were pointed out and 
attention called to the many valuable 
boats that had been lost by coming in 
contact with the mariners' grave yard. 
Proof of the statements were in evidence 
at daylight this morning, when a large 
lumber bargo was discovered on the reef, 
filled with water. 


The unfortunate vessel proved to "be 


the barge 0. J. Hale of Detroit, Mich., 
commanded, by Capt. James Glenn, and 
laden with about 400,000 feet of lumber, 
bound from Oscada,-Lake Huron, for Ke- 
nosha, 


Capt. Wirtz, with the tug Cixon,.and 


the life saving crew, upon discovering the 
vessel, went to her assistance. They 
learned that the Hale fetched up on the 
reef about 3 o'clock this morning, there 
being quite a mist and fog hanging over 
the water. 


In a very short rime, the vessel filled 


with water, indicating that a hole had 
been stove in the bottom. The captain 
sent a telegram to the owners, asking for 
instructions. He did not know whether 
the boat or cargo were insured. 


Tho Hale is a tow barge but. has been 


sailing on her o\vn- hook this year. She 
is an • old vessel and her value is esti- 
mated 
at from $4,000 to $6,000. As 


there is not a very heavy sea prevailing 
she can be released, unless caught in a 
gale before work is commenced.

I am lying in live sick bed on board Dhe 
Baltimore with a, broken leg which I re- 
ceived in the fight last Sunday morning.

We left Honolulu March 25 on n. Fri- 


day morning. We knew we Were bound 


for either China, or Japan, but were not

we sighted the Japanese coast, but 


>wmg to a heavy galo wWdi sprung up, 
we had to lay off again and we did not 
•cadi Yokohama, Japan, (3,800 miles) un- 
til lilie morning of the' lltli.

•rod tolly cttal. I was all over that city 
•md had a fine time. We left tSiero on 
tho 10th of April and got to Hong 
Kong, China, (1,400 miics from Yoke- 


on the 22d oi April. That is 


\\1iere we got a surprise. All of our 
leet were in tlicir war pwini, a deep sea 
green, and all they were wxuiting for was 
our ship, the "Baltimore." We went in- 
to dry dock immediately, pointed our 
ship war color and overhauled every- 
thing. We wore in dry dock two days, 
nnd when wo camo out the whole fleet 
loft Hong Kong, with a- porting-good 
clieer from all tlie English men-of-war in 
the hoxbor. We steamed down to a place 
about 30 miles from ISong Kong, called 
Mire Bay, and waited there three days 
for orders. 


When we got out to sea again the 


captain called all torids aft to the mast, 
made a speech ,ond said Uitut his orders 
were to capture or destroy all forts and 
Spanish sihips in tho Philippine islands 
and furthermore, that lie intended will 
liis crew to do so. The American con- 
sul to Manila, wliom I forgot to jnentioa, 
was aboard, also made a speech to us 
and pnid -he knew we could do all tihal 
the captain believed we could do.

When to Spray and When Sfot to Sprsy. 


Two Clause* of InmiCt JEnexnles. 


The advantages cf spraying fruit trees 


meet with little question, yet there is 
much still to be learned in regard to 
methods. From the Cornell university 
Ktation conies a bulletin embodying a 
great deal of practical information on 
tto subject. Among other things ie told 
"when to spray and when .uot to spray. 


Tho time of making the applications 


varies with the conditions of the season, 
but for orchard fruits, when treated 
againft tho moro common insect • and 
i 


fungous foes, we may say in a general 
way, spray first, just before the fruit 
budsopeu; second,-just after the blos- 
soms full, and third, ten days or so aft- 
er the second spraying. In a dry season 
tho third application may not be neces- 
sary, whilo in an excessively rainy one 
moro than three may pay. 


When to spray cannot bo regulated i 


by rule. When not to spray, at least in 
ono particular, can be stated with em- 
phasis. If the spraying solutions con- 
tain poisons, as they should at that sea- 
son of the year, do not under any condi- 
tions spray"when the treos are in bloom. 
Nothing is accomplished by spraying at 
this time which cannot bo attained ei- 
ther before tbe blossoms open or after 
they fall. More than this, irreparable 
damage is almosteuro to fellow spray- 
ing at this time. Every one has observ- 
ed how active the bees aro among the 
blossoms of fruit trees, and on this ac- 
tivity of tbe bees depends very largely 
the development of the fruit. As they 
carry pollen from ono bkissom to anoth- 
er they are doing a kindness to tho fruit 
grower which ho littlo appreciates. If, 
then, those friends of the orchardist 
find the blossoms covered with poison, 
ns they will do if the treos are sprayed 
when in bloom, their death from the 
effects of l-be poison is only too sure to 
follow, and with tho death of each bee' 
tho fruit grower loses a friend. This 
loss is not only to tho man who grows 
fruit, but to tho beekeeper as wall- 


Practically all 
insect enemies of 


plants, for which spraying is a specific, 
rnny'bo divided into two classes with 
respect to their habits of feeding and 
tho remedy to bo applied will depend 
upon-those habits. Tbo insects of. ouo 
class,-'of which the potato bug and apple 
tree tent caterpillar aro familiar exam- 
ples, eat part of. the plant—usually the 
leaves., The remedy for sccb pests is to' 
apply a poison to their feeding ground. 
Paris'sraen is the poison most common- 
ly used in such ' cases. The other'clasp 
of inflects comprises those which, suck 
tho juices of the plant This type of iu- 
soct must be- destroyed by applying 
something which will kill it merely by 
coming in contact with it -. Kerosene, 
usually as an.emulsion, is the 'remedy 
•in most common -use.

Bemarkatio IncrcMo In Tlold From 


TrcatluE Grain For Smut, 


One of the most remarkable and un- ,. 


expected results of ' the :hot water and 
potassium sulphide seed treatment of 
grain, -especially of oats, is an'increase • 
in tbe yield beyond the amount that 
would result from merely replacing 
overy smutted head with a sound one. 
W. T. Swingle, author of a farmer's 
bulletin on-"The. Grain Smuts," dis- 
cusses this point-as follows: 'Th'is'jextra 
increase was noticed, first 'by-Professor 
Kollerman and the; writer, in-experi- 
ments made'with oats in 1889, tho 'hot 
water treatment in this case increasing, 
the yield moro than twice what would 
be calculated from the'-'per cent of smut 
in adjoining untreated plats. This re- 
markable result was obtained in all sub- 
sequent trials and was also noted by 
Jensen and Arthur. 


In tho various experiments of the in- 


vestigators named tbo extra increase in 
yield ranged from one-half to six times 
tho amount to bo.expected from replac- 
ing tbe smutted heads with sound ones;. . 
and in even higher proportions when 
tbo percentage of smut was small. On 
an average tbo increase in yield-has 
been found to bo double or treble what 
would result from suppressing the visi- 
ble emut. In..consequence of this re- 
markable 
benefit,-., comparable with 


what Mr. Galloway'has shown to!occur 
where bordeaux mixture was" used on 
tho potato and on eome other plants, it 
will undoubtedly be profitable to neat 
cats for seed when only 1 or 2 .per cent 
of the heads are smutted. 


When used for seed oats, the potas- 


sium suluhide treatment has uniformly 
given a "largo extra increase in yield, 
tho increase being almost equal to that 
resulting from treating seed with hqS 
water.

Jensen found a similar extraincrease 


aa a result of treating seed barley"with 
hot water, and Professor KeHerman has 
reported an estra increase in yield from 
treating wheat,/for stinking smnt with 
hot water -and-also with several'copper 
compounds. 
In -KeHerman's "experi- 


ments there was, however, an enormous 
amount of-smut present in many of the 
untreated plats, reaching 75 to 80 per 
cent. Where only a small p_er cent of 
smut is present in seed wheat-it is prob- 
able that little if any extra increase in 
yield would result from treating it. 


As to the cause -of the extra. increase 


in yield as a result of seed treatment 
opinions aro divided. It is probably due 
in p&rt to an increased germinative 
power of the seed, causing?them to 
sprout sooner and tho young'plants to 
grow faster. It ha* been nhowa that 
oats treated with hot water germinate 
much more,quickly than do untreated 
oats, even if tho grain has beemdried. 
Professor Kellerman has shown that 
potassium sulphide treatment has tho 
same effect en both oats and corn, and 
further that seed whicivhad been treat- 
ed with hot water,or potassicm sul- 
phide germinated quicker, even after 
0^- months, than untreated seed. Dr. 
Arthur claims that this hastened germi- 
nation is doe to tho liberation at.once 
of largo, quantities of diastase by the 
action of heat, enabling the young plant 
to quickly avail iiself of the ressrve of 
starch stored in tfao-'smd. This does 
not, however, account fox- 'ibe action oi 
potassium suJphido.- •

K*lnit Mixed With Manure. 


There is one practice, which W. F. 


Massey claims in Southern Cultivator 
•will' add to tho general value of the 
manure accumulation ill stables that 
are cleaned out daily and tbe accumu- 
lation kept for a timo in heaps under 
cover or otherwise. This is the mixing 
of kainit with the manure to prevent 
fire fangiug and the loss of ammonia. 
Tbe snline nature of the kaiiiit keeps 
the manure moist, whilo its chemical 
nature prevents tho formation of am- 
monium carbonate to escape into tha 
air. Used liberally in this way daily 
on tbe heaps as they aro added to, tbo 
kaiuit will'serve a very useful purpose 
and will add to the value of the ma- 
nure very greatly.

Sorne Varieties. That Are Suited to the 


North— Jfertilliier Koeommendod. 


.The -cowpea, which has long beon 


highly valnad 'at -the south as an im- 
prover of tbe eqil^and a forage plant, is 
receiving" considerable attention at pres- 
ent from ' northern farmers. Mistaken 
ideas, 'however, are entertained -by some 
as to'the nature of this plant It is very 
sensitive ' to cold- and nhould cot be 
planted until the.soii.has become' well- 
warmed with sunshine. H. E. Van De- 
niau says in Tho National Stockman 
and Farmer tHat when he was. talking 
before farmers' institutes in __ western 
New York 'last winter' the question of 
cowpea culture came up occasionally, 
and in'every case but ond there;wero 
good reports. In this one the-mistake 
had been made of sowing tho seed with 
oats, presuming tho nature of tits' plant 
to bo like- tbe northern field pea. Mr. 
Van Demon gives tbe following infor- 
nj'ation in regard 'to varieties and meth- 
ods of growing the cowpea: 


There ore material differences be- 


tween tao many varieties oi the cowpoa 
gs to season of maturity, style of growth 
and -productiveness, although all the 
varieties are reasonably productive. 
Some will ripen in eight to. ten weeks 
from planting, while others require 
nearly twice that time. The variety 
known as Little Black is one of the 
best for northern culture, as it is very 
early to ripen. Whippoorwill is one of 
the most popular kinds. It grows bunchy 
and bears abundantly of .brown Bpeckled 
peas. "Bod 'Hipper is~ another, good early 
variety. It has a viny habit and bears 
dark red' peas. .The seed of these vari- 
eties is kept by some northern seedsmen 
and by all in the south. Tho prioo is 
from SI. 25 to $2 per bushel.

other is to plant in hills or drill in 
rows sufficiently far opart to insure easy 
cultivation. In this latter cose less seed 
is needed. .

It is always recommended to tise 


phosphoric acid and potash liberally at 
or before seeding time. Several weeks 
before' is preferable. If this is done, tho 
growth of the peas will be very much 
larger., tban.-without.it, .and there will 
consequently be very much more nitro- 
gen extracted from tho air and stored 
in their roots and tops. The same kind 
of. nitrogenons tubercles are formed on 
the roots as on those of olover. Noc less 
th&n 200 pounds of muriate o£ potash 
per acre and twice that much of phos- 
phate rook should be used. 


The crop makes very good bay or 


silage, as may bo desired. Much more 
can bo grown per acre of forage than of 
clover, and .it is fully as good or better 
for stock, Tbero should be o - general 
trial of this crop in tho northern states.

sulphured either before or after drying. 
Sulphuring dried fruit brightens its col- 
or, regardless of quality; honoe the 
product sells bef.terwith those who dis- 
regard tho impaired flavor and injurious 
influence of dry bleached fruit on,tha 
consumer's haalth. Such frcit is objac- 
tionablo because inferior grades may bo 
fraudulently substituted for better ones, 
and, 
tha acidity being considerably in- 


creased, moro sugar 
SB needed in cook- 


ing. Freshly sliced fruit may be bleach- 
ed without destroying all iha flavor tsj 
using bat little snlphnr at a time. See 
that tho entire surface of tbe sulphur is 
burning boforo placing it in the bleach- 
ing box, admit plenty of air and do cot 
leave fruit opposed to fumes longer than 
uaoaEsary. Thus treated less sulphur is 
absorbed, tbo tasto and odor of which 
will disappear in drying. 
Producers 


will use- sulphur just asloiigns-conanni- 
ors demand bleached fruit, so tbe real 
remedy lies in educating public taste to 
prefer the less attractive but batter flav- 
ored and more wholesome unbleached 
fruit.—Oregon Station Bulletin.

Mules In. War, 


CVar pictures of battles .usually show 


dashing horses pulling heavy pieces of 
artillery across the field,-but they are 
not true to life. An ugly set of mules 
is usually attached to the cannon, and 
each one can do the work of two horses. 


The mule is n. necessity in modern 


warfare and will outlast any horse on 
earth, with the possible exception of tna 
Texan and Mexican bronchos, which 
are universally recognized as the tougn- 
est creatures extant. 
During the civil war many officers 


discarded their fine stepping horses and 
rode on mules during many an engage- 
ment, much preferring them in the heat 
of a battle.' 
The government has expended some- 


thing like $700,000 on mules since tha

How to Tell an 


Officer's Rank. 


The shoulder straps of the army offi-. 


cer from the second lieutenant to the 
major general'are the same as regards, 
size, shape and outer ornamentation, 
and it' IB'' only by- the diatlnguiKhlns 
marks on the pad that the rank of the 
wearer Is designated. A shoulder strap 
is a narrow • strap of' heavy cloth 1% 
Inches wide by 4 Inches long, bordered 
with an embroidery of gold a quarter 
ot an .inch wide. 1C the pad has no 
mark on it, the v-carer Is a second lieu- 
tenant; if the pad has at each end one 
silver embroidered bar, he is a. first 
lieutenant: If there are two silver em- 
broidered bars at each end, it is a cap- 
tain's strap; if a gold embroidered leaf 
at each end, it is a major's; if a silver 
embroidered leaf at each end, it is a 
lieutenant colonel's; If a silver embroid- 
ered spread eagle, having In the right 
talon an olive branch and In the left a 
bundle of arrows, it Is a colonel's; if 
one sliver embroidered flve pointed star 
In the center, it Is a brigadier general's: 
if two silver embroidered flve pointed 
stars. It Is a major general's; i£ three, 
silver embroidered stars of five rays, 
one star in the center of the strap and 
one on each side, equidistant between 
the center and outer edge of the strap, 
the center star the largest, it Is a lieu- 
tenant general's; if two silver embroid- 
ered stars of five rays each and the^ 
gold embroidered, arms of the United 
States between them, it Is a general's.

The ranks and degrees are marked in 


a very systematic way by means of 
crowns, anchors and stars worked In 
silver on the epaulet and also by the 
size of the cords of the epaulet. This 
decoration was formerly universal In 
the British army, the officers wearlnc 
gold and the men worsted, but durlns 
the Crimean war they were abolished, 
as the officers by this distinctive mark 
were exposed to unnecessary danger. 
The French army alone has retained 
this general military embellishment. 


The Captain's Post 


The most perilous position on board a 


man-of-war when in action is that oc- 
cupied by the captain. On battleships 
and cruisers his place is in the cylin- 
drical box of steel placed Just under the 
bridge, well forward. It is known as 
the conr.ing tower. The armor surround- 
ing this box is ordinarily thick enough 
to'resist the penetration of heavy..pro- 
jectiles. It contains1 speaking tubes and 
electrical wires, 'whereby tie cbmmuni- 
'cates with the gunners, engineers and 
helmsmen. Sometimes also \rl^es are 
jaid so that he is able 'to lire the guns 
«-hen they have been sighted on^e en- 
emy, 
-of 
The field of vision from the conning 


tower is limited to what can. i;^, seen 
through a little horizontal silt', on a 
level with the eyes. In point.'of re- 
sponsibility there is no position in the 
world to compare with that occupied by 
the man who stands In this tower and 
directs every movement of the vessel. 


After the conflict once begins much 


of the fire of the enemy is concentrated 
on him, and there is a constant hall of 
iron and steel on the little box'in which 
he is caged. Shells burst in every di- 
rection around him. and to this arc add- 
ed the roar of the forced blast under the 
engines, the tremendous reports of tha 
heavy pieces and the shrill chorus of 
the rapid fire and machine guns. 


Amid all this infernal din the captain 


must keep'his nerve and control the treT 
mendous forces under his command, and- 
hls decisions must be made on the in- 
stant. 
There is no place for the admiral on 


the modern man-of-war and no rigging 
in which he may place himself as in 
olden days. It has been jnoposed to 
build a separate tower for him or take 
him off the flagship during action and 
place him on a small, swift 
vessel,
